At the conclusion of the Play, Mr. Cooper 
made the usual leave-taking speech. He thanked the public for their 
liberal patronage ;—informed them, that during the recess the house 
should be entirely re-embellished ; old favorites re-engaged ; and the 
most promising provincial talent sought for. That, during the forty 
weeks he had been Manager, it had been necessary to make but one 
apology ; nor had there been one change of performance from what 
was advertised in the bills of the day—a circumstance unparalleled in 
the annals of the English drama.—He then bid them farewell until the 
first of October, when the ‘Theatre will re-open.

Turs Theatre was crowded on Saturday night to witness the last 
performance, this season, of The Maid of Judah. Miss Paton, in 
Rebecca, eclipsed herself; both her singing and acting were exquisite ; 
she was loudly cheered, during the performance, and at the end of the 
Opera, the call for her appearance was unanimous, (a most unusnal 
thing in an English Theatre.) After a little delay, she was led on by 
Mr. Phillips, and gracefully acknowledged the compliment paid her 
by the audience ;. the applause was enthusiastic. The afterpiece was 
The Battle of FP uliawa. 


PHapmarket Cheatre. 

On Saturday the amusing little piece of Lodgings for Single Gen- 
tlemen, which appears to increase in popularity on each repetition, was 
perfornied, followed by the Opera of The Marriage of Figaro; Su- 
ganna by Miss Melton, The Countess by Mrs. H. Corri. We think 
it very ill judged in the manager to attempt performing such an Opera 
as this in the present state of his company. Miss Melton, though a 
pleasing singer, has neither voice nor musical knowledge sufficient for 
the performance of such scientific music. nor is Mrs. Corri capable of 
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supporting the rank of Prima Donna, in an Opera of Mozart’s. The 
concerted ‘pieces were so vilely executed as to call forth repeated une- 
quivocal symptoms of disapprobation ;—indeed, nothing could go off 
worse.
